HOSPICE nurses were out in key 
locations across the royal borough 
telling people about the work they 
do. 

Nurses from the Greenwich and Bexley 
Community Hospice were out at locations 
such as supermarkets and train stations 
last week. It was part of a week-long drive 
to raise awareness of the hospice, on 
Bostall Hill. The campaign was launched 
at a reception on Thursday (May 10) at 
the Old Royal Navy College in Greenwich 
when staff played host to around 50 
guests. 

They included Cllr Jim Gillman, the 
Mayor of Royal Greenwich, who chose 
the hospice as one of his two special 
charities for his year in office. He was 
joined by his wife, Cllr Janet Gillman 
along with Eltham MP Clive Efford and 
Gwen Jones, the royal borough’s Pearly 
Queen. 

Kate Heaps, hospice chief executive, 
spoke about the reasoning behind the 
campaign and the important work the 
hospice does in the royal borough. She 


said: “We know that lots of people living 
in Greenwich don’t know enough about 
the hospice. Every year we care for over 
2,500 local people and their families - 
ensuring they receive the best end of life 
care possible. We care for anyone with a 
terminal illness, aged 18 and over, and 
our nurses are available 24 hours a day. It 
is important to us that local people know 
we are here for them if they need us, now 
or in the future, and that all our care is 
completely free of charge.” 

Earlier in the month the Mayor called in 
at the hospice to talk to patients, staff and 
volunteers. Cllr Gillman, who supported 
the hospice through the Mayor’s charity 
during his year of office, was accompanied 
by Cllr Peter Brooks, the deputy leader of 
Royal Greenwich. Cllr Brooks said: “We 
were grateful for the opportunity to meet 
the hospice staff and volunteers, and see 
first hand the quality care and support 
that is provided for patients and their 
families.”

Louis Wilbourne, whose two- 
year-old daughter Izzy has 
complex needs with learning 
and mobility, attended one 
of the information events. 
He told GT: “I did not know 
anything about the Pathfinder 
before I went to the event. It 


was helpful to get an idea of 
what it could mean for Izzy 
and for ourselves. 

“As a family trying to get the 
best possible assistance for 
Izzy, we encounter so many 
small stumbling blocks every 
day. They may not seem much 
to other people but they mean 
so much to us. We are happy 
to join in the Pathfinder work 
which will hopefully help 
make things easier for Izzy and 
for other disabled children.” 

Newly referred families of 
young children may be asked 


to follow the new pathway. 

A meeting has been arranged 
for lunchtime in Eltham on 
Tuesday, May 29, for parents 
and carers who want to meet 
the project team and to discuss 
the Pathfinder.

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£10m confirmed for new university tech college 


FOURTEEN to 19-year-olds with their 
minds on jobs will be the targets after 
the Department for Education confirmed 
£10million funding for a new University 
Technical College (UTC) in the royal 
borough. 

University technical colleges are a 
new concept in education, offering 
14-19-year-olds a full time, technically- 
orientated course sponsored by a 
university and with clear routes into 
higher education and further learning 
in work. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, cabinet member for 
children’s services, told GT: “The Royal 
Borough of Greenwich is committed to 
providing a wide range of educational 
opportunities for young people, 
including vocational courses that 
prepare them for the world of work. 

“The University Technical College will 


provide enhanced choices for children 
and young adults between the ages 
of 14 and 19, focusing on vocational 
learning and real work experience. 

By specialising in construction and 
engineering, Greenwich UTC will 
also provide the construction and 
engineering industry with a workforce 
that is prepared for the world of work.” 
UTC students start at the age of 14, 
integrating academic requirements 
with technical and practical elements. 
Under the same roof they study 
technical subjects alongside the basic 
GCSE subjects of English, mathematics, 
science and IT. 

They also take part in sport and are 
trained in financial practices and learn 
how to set up a business. 

The Greenwich UTC is sponsored by 
the Royal Borough of Greenwich, 


Lewisham College and the University 
of Greenwich. It will provide places for 
300 14- 16-year-olds and 300 16-19-year- 
olds and will serve Greenwich and 
neighbouring areas. 

It already has strong support from 
industry, with Transport for London and 
Wates sponsoring the initiative with 
other sponsors expected to join them. 

A planning application for the college 
has just gone in. Subject to thatbeing 
approved, work is expected to begin 
on site at the former Westminster 
Industrial Estate, Ferranti Close, 
Charlton, later this year. It’s hoped 
the college will open for students in 
September, 2013. 

Professor Tom Barnes, deputy vice- 
chancellor (Research and Enterprise), at 
the University of Greenwich, said: “We 
are delighted to be part of this exciting 


initiative for the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich, working with such 
committed co-sponsors. With them we 
look forward to playing a leading role 
in creating a brand new college which 
will give its students the best possible 
prospects for employment and further 
study.”

The new buildings provide a modern 
learning environment supporting the 
school’s pledge that ‘every student 
matters’. Facilities on offer support 
the school’s status as a specialist 
arts college, a ‘Leading Edge School’, 
and a ‘School of Creativity’. These 
include an on-site broadcast studio 
and an Apple network said to be the

When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.

Changes to the rents and 
tenancies of some advertised 
housing association 
properties. 

Affordable Housing 

Currently the rent level for the properties 
you see advertised in Greenwich Homes is 
significantly lower than full market rents in private 
sector housing. 

From now you will now be seeing some housing 
association properties advertised for higher rents, 
up to eighty percent of the market rent. These 
rents will also include the service charge that you 
will need to pay for the property. We will use the 
phrase Affordable Housing on the adverts to help 
you identify these properties. 

Please note the Council will continue 
to advertise all the homes it owns at 
the standard rent level. 

You can bid for properties advertised as 
Affordable Housing in exactly the same way 
as for other advertised properties. If you are 
successful the housing association may want to 
check you have enough income to pay the higher 
rent, whether you are working or on benefits. If 
you are currently a housing association tenant the 
rent you pay on your present home will not be 
affected by this change. 

Fixed term tenancies 

You will also notice that the tenancies for 
Affordable Housing and some other housing 
association properties may now be for a shorter 
period than the present lifetime tenancies offered 
by housing associations. The phrase Fixed term 
tenancy will be used in the adverts to identify 
these properties. The tenancy details will be 
explained to you if you are successful when you 
view the property. 

Please think about these changes 
when bidding for an Affordable 
housing property and make sure you 
can afford the home that you choose.

Schools gold for JJ! 


A DREAM came true for young 
fencer Jonathan “JJ” Webb 
when he won the gold medal 
for England at the Olympic 
venue just weeks before the 
Games themselves. 

JJ, from New Eltham, became 
the Sainsbury’s UK School Games 
champion as no fewer than 1,600 
elite under 18 athletes from England, 
Scotland, Ireland and Wales competed 
in the three-day event. 

“To take the individual gold at the 
Olympic venue was amazing and 
then for us all to take the team gold for 
England just topped the day,” said JJ, 
who is supported by Starting Blocks, 
the borough-backed charitable trust 
which supports aspiring athletes . 

“It’s amazing to think that the 
Olympic fencing athletes I aspire to 
be like will be competing at the same 
venue.” 

He had travelled back from Sheffield 
after the relative disappointment of 
winning bronze at the British Youth 
Championships on May 6, but soon 
won through the poules to defeat 
William James from Wales in the last 
16. 

In the last eight JJ came back 
from 12-9 down to win 15-9 against 
Scotland’s Robert Veitch, then in the

semis he came up against clubmate 
and England’s under 18 British Youth 
champion Jacob Gander-Compton.

Will had put JJ out in the BYCs and it 
was always going to be tough. Deary 
fought back 8-4 down but could not 
close the gap and JJ won 15-10 to take 
the gold. 

Later in the day JJ and the others, 
plus Mathew Jones, won the team 
gold for England. 

“Knowing I have taken a gold medal 
at the 2012 Olympic venue makes me 
feel very proud,” said JJ, “and it will 
inspire me to drive on. It’s been a 
very tough three days and it was 
very tiring. 

“I’ve now got a few months 
off from competing and 
need a minor operation 
on my foot, so I will have 
a good break 
and then start 
preparing for 
next season.”
